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AMONG CATTLE OF 
THE. PROVINCE 


Considerable blackleg is pre- 
valent among cattle of the pro- 
vince at the present time and 
the department of agricilture 
is sending out notices to be 
posted throughout the country 
warning the farmers and tell- 
ing them of the symptoms, ete. 

The disease is described as 
a germ disease of the most pro- 
nounced type the bacteria caus- 
ing the trouble enter the body 
of the animal through abras- 
ions of the skin but perhaps 
more commenly through the 
mucus membrane of the intes- 
tinal trast, the infection being 
conveyed by contaminated feed 
or drinking water. The symp- 
toms of the disease are quite 
characteristic and pronounced 
and diagnosis is rather easy. 
The cattle lose their appettite 
and become listless, they also 
develop lameness. When an 
animal with blackleg moves it 
moves stiffly and lies down 
frequently. Swellings develop 
on the body rather suddeply, 
they usually come about the 
thighs, neck, shoulders along 
the back and one the side of the 
chest. These swellings are caus- 
ed by the accumulation of gas 
under the skin. When the swell- 
ings are pressed a crackling 
sound results like the sound 
occurring, in the crushing of 
parchment. 

The only reliable preventa- 
tive agent is vaccination with 
blackleg vaccine. 

This is injected beneath the 
skin and the vaccine is admin- 
istered wsually behind the 
shoulder or on the side of the 
neck.
